No-Fault Insurance Loses In 


Senate By Vote Of 49 To 46 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
Senate has sent back to com ­ 
mittee a bill to establish a na­ 
tional system of no-fault au­ 
tomobile insurance, apparently 
killing any chance of congres­ 
sional action this year. 


“ Everybody knows what this 
motion is all about,”' Sen. W ar­ 
ren Magnuson, D-Wash., man­ 
ager of the bill, told th** Senate. 
" I t buries the bill, simple as 
that.” 


By a 49-46 vote Tuesday night 
the Senate approved a motion 
by Sen.

The bill would do away with 
most court suits arising from 
traffic accidents and would re­ 
quire 
companies 
to 
promptly 
and automatically pay claims 
within limits of $25.000 each for 
medical and rehabilitation ex­ 
penses 
and 
$85.000 
for 
lost 
wages. 
The industry collects $14 bil­ 
lion annually in premiums and 
pays out $7 billion. Seriously in­ 
jured victims recovered only an 
estimated 16 per cent of their 
actual losses through court ac­ 
tions, 
according 
to 
a 
Trans­ 
portation Department study. 
Ten states have adopted no­ 
fault-type plans, but only Flori­ 
da 
and 
Massachusetts 
have 
laws which approached the fed­ 
eral 
goals 
in 
the bill. 
Mas­ 
sachusetts drivers in two years 
have had a 42-per-cent reduc­ 
tion in bodily injury premiums.

CINCINNATI (AP) - Ted 
Uhlaender said no one was go­ 
ing to stop him from scoring 
the winning run in the Cincin­ 
nati Reds* 2-1 victory over the 
Los Angeles Dodgers Tuesday 
night. 
“It looked like he (Dodgers 
catcher Steve Yeager) was go­ 
ing to block the plate,” he said. 
“I never knew where the bail 
was hit, and I didn’t see the 
play develop, but I was going 
all the way, one way or the oth­ 
er. This was a big day for 
us.” 
Uhlaender was sent in to run 
for Denis Menke, who had dou­ 
bled to lead off the 19th inning, 
and after Cesar Gerónimo was 
intentionally walked he roared 
home on Joe Hague’s pinch-hit 
single to give the Reds their 
fifth win in the last six games. 
Hague said he was anxious 
before he batted. 
“That’s the longest game I’ve 
ever been in, and I’ve got to 
say the longest 18 innings I’ve 
ever sat through, because you 


certainly get nervous when 
you’re pacing up and down 
there on the bench.” 
Pedro Borbon, who pitched 
the last five innings in relief 
and won his fifth game in seven 
decisions, said, “I wasn’t tired. 
I was able to keep the hall 
down real well and was throw­ 
ing my sinker and slider better 
than 1 had for some time.” 
The Dodgers scored in the 
sixth inning on Manny Mota’s 
walk and singles by Wes Park­ 
er and Frank Robinson.

Living the Spirit-filled life is exciting 
and beautiful.

All the commands and 
requirements of New Testament disciple- 
ship are based upon this premise. But let 
us remember that to live “after the Spir­ 
it” is a delicate adventure. A few have 
become fanatics in the process, while the 
masses only play around the shallow 
edges. 
It is a serious mistake to enter into 
the Spirit-filled life thinking that we 
will go to such depths and heights that 
we shall lose our identity with the hu­ 
man race in such areas as pain, disap­ 
pointment, temptation and need. There 
are very real and sticky problems which 
the sanctified in heart find themselves 
up against. A few mystics such as Fene- 
lon and Madam Guyon aspired to get be­ 
yond the flesh in this life, but they never 
transcended their earth-bound existence, 
and came to bitter disillusion because 
they could never know perfect freedom 
from the trials of the flesh. 
On the other hand, we should never so 
totally depend upon the Holy Spirit to 
supply grace that we neglect the divinely 
ordained means of grace.

But MSI in Andromeda (low

distant object visible to the 
unaided eye. It is a galaxy of 
•tars, much like our own Milky 
Way, at a distance of over two 
million light years.

wife’s death. 
McCracken said Schiefer lat­ 
er 
told 
investigators 
“he 
thought it was 'Odd when she 
kissed him goodbye twice this 
morning.”

last fall and came to Miami as 
newlyweds. 
Dr. Schiefer told police his 
wife became desperately home­ 
sick far her parents so he ar­ 
ranged for them to come here 
for a visit.

NEW YORK (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Nixon for the Nobel Peace 
Prize? 
A proposal now being circu­ 
lated is gathering thousands of 
signatures toward that end, and 
may be included in a petition 
sent to the prize committee, in 
Oslo. Norway. 
Even if it isn't, the solic­ 
itation of signatures is causing 
■quite a flap in business and fi­ 
nancial circles, where the pro­ 
posal was first circulated by 
the magazine “ Finance.” 
Finance's 
publisher, 
Eliza- 
bet h 
M ic Donald 
M inning, 
claims that in about one month 
after her proposal was made in 
the issue published July 5 she 
has received 3.486 concurring 
messages and just 29 dissents. 
Many of the responses are 
from 
prominent 
government 
and 
business 
officials, 
and 
some are accompanied by fer­ 
vid statements. 
Among signatures claimed so 
far are G Keith Funston, Olin 
Corp. chairman. Arthur Burns. 
Federal Reserve chairman, and 
Sen. Strom Thurmond, D—S.C. 
But 
those 
dissents! 
Some 
might best remain unpublished, 
the 
kindest 
of 
them 
being, 
“You've got to be kidding," 
and 
the 
more 
sophisticated 
being constructed of words like 
“ an unparalleled effrontery.” 
Some 
suggested 
that 
Mis. 
Manning, who once was a pub­ 
lic relations executive and who 
has a reputation for imagina­ 
tion and innovation, has self-in­ 
terest at heart, a thought she 
dismisses as too petty to con­ 
sider. 
Mrs. Manning, whose maga­ 
zine is widely circulated among 
U.S. 
and 
foreign 
diplomats, 
bankers, finance officers, gov­ 
ernment officials and money 
managers, claims the motiva­ 
tion is sincere. “He is building 
a lasting peace.” she states. 
“What the world has wit­ 
nessed this year was the sud­ 
den conversion of an idealistic 
vision of peace into a more rea­ 
listic version of working togeth­ 
er instead of fighting wars,” 
she wrote in her proposal. 
She explained later that in 
her view the President is care­ 
fully evoking 
a strategy of 


peace that ties the world into a 
trading whole in which each na­ 
tion will benefit and each will 
have a stake in keeping the 
' peace. 


By implication, she suggests 
that 
American 
businessmen, 
having so much to offer, can 
only benefit, as will the entire 
American economy through the 
opening of markets and the in­ 
troduction of new goods. 


Her peace prize proposal was 
first published in the June issue 
but since then has been repro­ 
duced 
widely. 
Another 
copy 
was published recently as an 
ad in the Wall Street Journal.

She was supposed to stay in 
her room elsewhere in the 
Kremlin, she revealed Tuesday, 
but she sneaked out and hid be­ 
hind a pillar to watch. 
Displaying confidence and a 
gentle sense of humor, Mrs. 
Nixon held forth at a rare hour- 
long session with 16 invited 
newswomen in the yellow Oval 
Room of the White House fami­ 
ly quarters. 
She touched on subjects rang­ 
ing from the presidential cam­ 
paign and her opposition to 
"wholesale abortion on de­ 
mand." to Secret Service wor­ 
ries about protecting the Presi­ 
dent.She was asked to comment 
on protective measures in view 
of the disclosures during the 
trial of Arthur Bremer, con­ 
victed of shooting Gov. George 
Wallace, that Bremer had once 
stalked Nixon. 
Secret Service officials, she 
said, are "terribly worried 
about it and feel that certain 
precautions should be taken. 
They're going to make these 
decisions and we’ll have to 
mind." 
Discussing the campaign, she 
defined the essential issue as 
she sees it; 
"I think Dick has laid the 
course and now he wants to 
carry it out. He has done a 


marvelous job. at home and in 
peace fields, and he wants to 
see more of his plans prog­ 
ress." 
Her personal campaign, she 
said, will involve "meeting all 
the people I can of every politi­ 
cal faith." 
She said Nixon has weathered 
his first term well, describing 
her husband as "a very steady, 
sturdy person ... He also is 
not irritated by small things." 
Mrs. Nixon also voiced hope 
there' will be a woman in the 
Cabinet or on the Supreme 
Court in the next four years. 
7 Held In Two 
Gary Murders 
CROWN POINT, Ind. (AP) — 
Seven alleged members of a 
Gary street gang battling for 
control of the illegal narcotics 
market were held in the Lake 
County jail today in the slay­ 
ings of a mother and daughter. 
Police said the seven mem­ 
bers of the Organization were 
arrested Tuesday on charges of 
first-degree 
murder. 
Doris 
Young, 42. and her daughter, 
Linda Williams, 19, died in 
their Gary apartment July 31 
when gunmen sprayed it with 
bullets. 
Police Chief Charles Boone 
said Mrs. Young was a "heroin 
pusher" and she was killed be­ 
cause she refused to pay the 
gang a "franchise fee." the 
fees range up to $500 a week, 
Boone said. He said investiga­ 
tors believe the daughter was 
an innocent bystander. 
Police said the men arrested 
are Mallory Piggee, Albert 
Barbour, Lee A. Henderson, 
Anthony Rouse, Albert A. Fish­ 
er, Phillip Joiner and Clarence 
Lynch, all in their 20s. 


6 Adventurers

lure, the adventure and the 
freedom of the sea. For years 
he dreamed of sailing the world 
with his family and he built a 
boat for the challenging journey. 
But less than two months 
after the family and a friend 
set forth, the dream has been 
shattered on a reef in the stor­ 
my Caribbean, the boat splin­ 
tered. Powell and five others 
missing and feared dead.
